His neighbors know what he is 
doing and they are mad at him for all of the junk, he told me he wants to sell this property so he can buy a larger more 
private piece of land with a large garage to run his operations and live. The property owner is a heavily armed Army 
Veteran, | saw multiple firearms inside the house. | do not recommend tresspassing. He was polite and respectful to me. 
He is white, early 30's, profession - tree trimmer/landscaper, with a thick hillbilly accent. He is friends with the people who 
live at #130 Pleasant View Drive, enemies with #141 Pleasant View Drive. 


5/9/24-RLA-| spoke to enforcement supervisor, Shelby Miller, about the concern as this concern is currently in 
enforcement.

We are writing to express our concerns regarding the ongoing development at McBride Development, specifically the 
Wilmer Crossing project. Within a short time of initiating the work on April 4, 2024, we have observed significant 
environmental disturbances. 

The rapid removal of trees from the site, followed by the burning of underbrush and stumps and the water runoff, is of 
particular concern. 

Furthermore, it has come to our attention that a substantial amount of diesel fuel is being utilized to ignite these fires due 
to the green nature of the brush and recent heavy rainfall. We fear that the resultant runoff may be finding its way into 
Peruque Creek, which flows adjacent to the property. 

In addition to these concerns, we have received reports that ash has fallen onto several of the surrounding homes, 
posing a potential hazard to residents and their properties. 

Despite our concerns, the developer, McBride/Bill Luetkenhaus, and the City of Wentzville maintain that they are 
adhering to all regulations. However, we have observed instances of negligence, such as cutting a hole in the dam of the 
pond on the property without implementing adequate measures, such as silt fences, to control water flow and prevent it 
from encroaching onto Wilmer. 

Attached with this correspondence is photographic evidence of the aforementioned issues for your review and 
consideration. We seriously request that appropriate authorities inspect the site to assess compliance with environmental 
regulations and ensure the mitigation of any adverse impacts on the surrounding ecosystem. 

Thank you for your attention to this matter. We look forward to your prompt action in addressing these concerns and 
preserving the integrity of our local environment.

The pit is approximately 100 feet wide and 20 feet deep with about five feet 
of water in it. It is suspected that the property owner burned the boats to get rid of them. St. Charles Police Department's 
informational report number is 24-02955.

Conclusions: 6/4/24 SEL - around 10:30 am | conducted an investigation of the property. | was accompanied by Environmental Intern, 
Tate Kitchell. When we arrived to Portage Des Sioux, we drove around to surrounding area to locate the burn pit. The 
burn pit was south of the Mississippi River, in a small inlet area on the west end of the property. We were able to park in 
a gravel parking lot roughly 50 feet from the burn pit. The burn pit was approximately 15 feet from the Mississippi River, 
and matched the dimensions reported to EER. As we walked around the pit, we noted that there were remnants of 
several burned boats. A portion of the burned debris was along the banks of the pit. The remaining debris was in 
stagnant water at the bottom of the pit. Boat motors and batteries were noted in the debris. Fuel and oil sheens were 
observed on the surface of the water . It did not appear that the stagnant water had an outlet into the Mississippi River. 


Following the investigation, we drove to the maintenance building and were able to meet with the owner, Andrew 
Dallwitz. Mr. Dallwitz stated that he was aware of the incident but did not intentionally start the fire. Mr. Dallwitz stated 
that a contractor was working on site by the area and had accidentally pushed a boat into the pit which caused the 
ignition of fire. Mr. Dallwitz stated he was not present on the property when the fire occurred and was not notified until 
the Rivers Pointe Fire Department was on site. Mr. Dallwitz explained that the boats have been at the location since a 
flood in 2019. He stated the pit was dug by the marina, and erosion felt was placed in the pit during construction. Mr. 
Dallwitz explained he was contacting a disposal company to have the boats and remains removed as soon as possible. | 
explained to Mr. Dallwitz that the materials burned were in violation of Missouri's Open Burning regulation, and that 
enforcement actions may be taken. | asked that he contact our office when the boats are removed. 


6/18/2024 SEL - Fire Cheif Richard Pender at Rivers Point Fire Protection District sent me the fire incident report 
detailing the fire department response. The fire department estimated that at least six boats and various debris had been 
burned, and the fire was deemed to be extinguished roughly one hour and fourty-five minutes after arrival. A second fire 
report was emailed, detailing an incident that occured on March 26, 2022 that involved a 25-foot-long boat on fire in the 
marina parking. The fire was extinguished and documented by the fire department.
